For the second time in the past three years, Posch 
Ormsby Fobes 14th, one of the main herd sires at Winter- 
thur Farms, takes top honors as leading Honor List 
Sire, according to the point system devised by The World. 
(For details see table at the top of page 27 of our July 
§ issue.) Not only that, but his score of 402 points is 
the highest ever reported for any sire since the present 
point system was adopted, his daughters appearing 22 
times on the Honor List for a total 402 points. 

Last year’s winner, Governor of Carnation, is down 
in sixth place this year, due to the fact that a large num- 
ber of his best record daughters of the year did not 
qualify in time to be published in this Honor List. He 
already has a fine start on next year’s list. Governor 
and his sons rather dominate the Sire-Son tables, with 
some competition from Dunloggin Woodmaster and Sir 
Bess Ormsby May. 

-Sir Inka May heads the only four-generation group 
of Honor List sires that we could find on the current 
list and he also heads at least six three-generation 
groups, three through Carnation Peerless, two through 
Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, and one through Carnation 
Sensation Woodmaster heads the three leading three- 
generation groups, two through Confident and one 
through Deubler.

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Dairying in California 


By K. D. SCOTT 


Frank L. Pellissier of Whittier, 
Calif., is the National Holstein direc- 
tor from his state, and the chairman 
ot the state Farm Bureau Dairy De- 
partment and, with his father and 
prother, operates a large dairy farm 
and a retailing enterprise. Ten or 
twelve other dairies contribute their 
production to swell the volume 
handled. Since 1888 Frank Pellis- 
sier, Sr., has produced and _ sold 
dairy products. He was born on the 
French Italian border and came here 
as a small boy. 

The firm now owns and operates 
petter than 3000 acres, 2200 acres 
are hilly pasture, 600 acres are level 
valley land, deep and rich and all 
tillable and with their own stream 
furnishing an inexhaustible water 
supply for irrigation. There is also 
sn area of unirrigated land on which 
syain hay crops are grown. A good 
deal of room is occupied by an ex- 
iensive system of corrals in which 
the cows are fed when not at pas- 
ture. It is quite soomething to me, 
to drive for quite a piece down the 
road, along these corrals, and to ob- 
serve the wagon load of baled alfalfa 
heing distributed outside the whole 
length of the corral rails and then to 
be told that none of the seven cut- 
tings of Peruvian Hairy alfalfa is 
made into hay, all is fed green. Al- 
falfa acreage is 200. 

There is a total of 1200 head of 
dairy cattle, including young stock. 
This is one farm on which consider- 
able breeding is being done. There 
is a purebred Holstein herd of 125 
head besides which Frank Jr. told 
me they raise all calves whose in- 
heritance seems likely to justify their 
hepes. 

There are & purebred service bulls. 
Just now the milking herd consists 
of 450 head but last year records 
were kept on 579 head, the herd 
average 9,454 ibs. of milk and 363.4 
ol fat. I enquired as to how the rec- 
ords were kept. Frank told me no 
daily weights were kept, the tester, 
who lives “only eight miles away, 


comes daily for four days a month” 
Upon my expressing surprise at the 
number of records kept per day, Mr. 
Pellissier replied. ‘Oh [ don’t know, 
they will do from 120 to 180 cows 
a day’’. I hope none of Walter Tail- 
by’s boys will think these figures are 
a reflection on their speed; they are 
not so intended. With the high pro- 
duction that prevails there are of 
course, some that are milked three 
times a day and it was when this 
milking had just been completed that 
I tried to get pictures of the two 
purebreds that had lately been 
judged ‘excellent’ and the one 
judged ‘‘very good’’. The picture 
will indicate that I am no Stroh- 
meyer in the art of photographying 
unattended cows turned loose in a 
corral! Needless to say the pictures 
dc not do justice to these fine cows. 

To understand the uses to which 
land is put on this ranch it is neces- 
sary to tell the truth about the 
weather and the climate in general. 
In doing this I write as an astounded 
easterner without any intention of 
bragging or of making unwarranted 
claims of any kind. I hope this is 
apparent in all I have written so far 
about California. I am as green as 
the grass on them thar hills about 
so many of these new experiences 
that I write I hope with a sense of 
deep humility. 

As I see it then the “land use” de- 
frends on the availability of both 
rain and irrigation water. The crop- 
ping system has to be timed to make 
use of rainfall. This normally oc- 
curs, beginning in November, con- 
tinuing intermittently, until end of 
February. This year we had no rain 
at all in January and midday temper- 
atures went un to 80 degrees in the 
shade. We have had 8 or 4 small 
rains, not much more than an inch 
at a time. The total to date for this 
season is only 5 or 6 inches, it varies 
with the locality, and when the arid 
character of the climate and the 
long months of desert conditions, on

On the afternoon of the 4th of 
July we arrived at R. Ray McLaugh- 
lin’s Elmcroft farm. Harold Han- 
cock, the likable herdsman, showed 
us the herd and pointed out the in- 
teresting features concerning the in- 
dividual animals. The herd con- 
sists largely of Montvic Rag Apple 
Triune and Montvic Monogram 
daughters and some of the tops of 
the Montvice Dispersal. Montviec 
Monogram is a popular sire all over 
Canada and a visit at Elmecroft will 
explain the reason why. The udders 
on his daughters are beautiful, which 
is not surprising when one considers 
that his dam, Montvie Chieftain 
Abbekerk is one of the grandest 
uddered cows ever produced by the 
Holstein breed. Monogram has 63 
tested daughters, 52 of which range 
from 400 all the way up to 1000 
ibs. of fat. Monogram’s progeny in- 
cludes a twice All-Canadian heifer 
and two All-Canadian sons. Mr. 
Hancock showed us one of the sons, 
Elmcroft Sylv-O-Gram, who is now 
being used extensively in the herd. 
Sylv-O-Gram was All-Canadian Sen- 
ior Yearling last year and is a great 


prospect for the shows again this 
year. His dam is a daughter of 
Montvie Colanthus Abbekerk (full 
brother of old ‘‘Abbey’’) with 1038 
lbs. of fat and 280205 lbs. of milk 
at 3% years, which is second high 
for fat in Canada.

After the piece had been cleaned 
up Mr. Cerswell showed us around 
the herd. The senior sire is of course, 
Montvic Rag Apple Marksman, who 
is owned jointly with Glenafton 
Farm.

She has two 
daughters by Marksman, one of 
which is on test with an udder typi- 
cal of the Patsy family and Mr. 
Butchers believes that she may be- 
come the highest record 2-year-old 
daughter of Marksman. There are 
several daughters of Marksman now 
on test. They are all black in color, 
dairy in character, with good udders. 
The rear attachments on all of them, 
as Mr. Butchers pointed out are all 
like the old ‘‘Abbey’’ cow’s. Glen- 
afton Laurel Nina is making about 
900 lbs. of fat as a 3-year-old with 
about a 4.5% test. There are three 
or four of the Marksman daughters 
out of the Nina family and they all 
test over 4%. Glenafton Laurel 
Louise made 735 lbs. of fat, 4.05% 
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as 2-year-old and now at 4 years is 
milking over 80 lbs. a day. Perhaps 
the most impressive of the Marks- 
man’s is Glenafton Laurel Maude. 
She may become the new Canadian 
Champion 3-year-old as she had over 
22,000 lbs. of milk on the 1st of July 
and has until September before she 
finishes her lactation. Maude’s dam 
was also a great cow making 941 
lbs. of fat and 28090 lbs. of milk on 
3X. The full sister of Mr. Cashman’s 
$17,600 heifer is now on test and do- 
ing well. Another star of the herd 
is Montvic Empress Colleen, World 
Record 3-year-old on 3X with 1059 
Ibs. of fat from 22182 lbs. of milk, 
4.77%. She is sired by Emperor of 
Mount Victoria and out of a daugh- 
ter of Montvic Rag Apple Abbekerk, 
who was the highest testing daugher 


of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and 
from Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk. 


Colleen is a very large, light colored 
heifer with a beautiful Rag Apple 
udder and Mr. Butchers believes she 
still hasn’t reached her full bloom. 
She has a son by Marksman named 
Kalarney that is scheduled for next 
fall’s All-Canadian Sale. There are 
few, if any, better bred Rag Apple 


bulls than this little Irishman. His 
26 nearest dams, with no_ skips, 
have the sensational average of 


914.4 lbs. of fat from 23014 lbs. of 
milk with a 3.97% fat test. There 
are two beautiful Renown daughters, 
one out of Maple Haven’s great 
Trailynd cow. Other members of 
the herd include the old Jasmine cow 
that produced 31,791 lbs milk with 
1167 lbs. fat on 3X; Montvic Hiemke 
Abbekerk, who is making over 28,- 
000 Ibs. of milk this year. She is 
sired by Ideal Successor and out of 
a daughter of Montvic Rag Apple 
Abbekerk that is making about 800 
lbs. of fat in the Butterfly herd this 
lactation at 11 years; Monogram’s 
1000-lb. daughter; the twice All- 
Canadian ‘‘Brownie’’ who is making 
900 lbs. of fat this trip; a daughter 
of Montvie Chieftain 7th from a 967- 
lb., 4.6% daughter of Montvic Chief- 
tain 7th that tested 4.95% and gave 
12,000 lbs. of milk as a 2-year-old. 
There are also several lovely things 
from The Hopkins Bros. herd that 
Mr. Butchers selected for the herd. 
Glenafton is, and by all indications 
will continue to be a name to under- 


score when talking of good Hol- 
steins. 
Hays’ Brampton Farm 
Our last stop was at the Hays’ 


Farm at Brampton, Ontario. Jack 
Hays first showed us 50 heifers that 
were on their way to Chile and ex- 
plained that his farm was a sort of 
depot for animals that are headed 
for South America. Historian, the 
son of Patsy by Showdown is here 
and while unbelievably large for his 
age, he is a very fine individual. 
After seeing Historian, Jack took us 
out to the large pasture where the 
milking cows were. The grass was 
three and four feet high but we 
finally found the cows. The pasture 
yas going to be cut for hay shortly 
after we left. Alcartra Gerben, the 
World Champion on 4X with 1409 
lbs. of fat and a 5.08% test was here 


and is on test again on 8X. She

The second half of our tour was 
to visit with the Holstein breeders of 
Glenn County. On our way up, we 
stopped at L. N. Irwin’s, Inyocolo 
Farm, Davis, on Sunday and had a 
nice visit with Mr. Irwin, his son and 
Professor Regan and Professor 
Meade from the University of Cali- 
foria College of Agriculture Dairy 
Cattle Department. Mr. Irwin is 
using a bull he calls “‘Comet’’ who is 
a son of Wisconsin Admiral Burke 
Lad out of a daughter of Wisconsin 
Pinky. The junior herd sire is an 
inbred son of his senior herd sire. 
The daughters of “‘Comet’”’ are of 
outstanding type and show remark- 
able improvement over their dams. 
Beautiful long, square udders with 
strong attachments are typical of 
every one of them. Mr. Irwin is 
breeding ‘‘Comet”’ to his own daugh- 
ters in order to intensify his blood. 

In Glenn County 

Our first stop in Glenn County was 
at the Wellington Smith & Sons 
herds at Bayless. All the cows in 
the two herds are descendants from 
two cows purchas-d from Stevens 
Bros. herd in New York and brought 
to California when the Smith family 
came west. Since 1918 nearly 500 
head of females have been registered 
from the offspring of thes: two 
foundation cows. Carnation bred 
bulls have been used since 1922. 
Practically all the herds in Glenn 
County, and many in California, 
trace their foundation animals to the 
Smith herd. Harold Smith is the 
president of the Sacramento Valley 
Holstein Breeders Association. 

Close by the Smith’s, we visited 
the Bailey herd where they are just 
starting into the purebred business 
with six cows. This is one of the 
highest producing herds in this sec- 
tion, with 485.6 lbs. fat on 29 head 
last year. Mendocino bulls are used 
here. 

Geo. Wright and K. W. Malone, 
Glenn, two new _ breeders, were 
visited at dusk. Mr. Wright is start- 
ing nicely with three Kingsley bred 
cows and one bull. Mr. Malone has 
one Smith cow and a Kingsley bred 
bull. 

Eariy Monday morning we visited 
B. J. Bills at Orland, where a fine 
foundaton of 18 head of Kingsley 
bred cows were seen. The Bills are 
using a Wackerman bull. Melvin, the 
son, is one of Glenn County’s out- 
standing Future Farmers. 

The Wackerman Bros. h rd was 
the next stop on cur schedule. The 
Wackermans recently moved to Or- 
land from Stanislaus County where 
John was an outstanding F.F.A. stu- 
dent. He showed the 1940 F.F.A. 
champion Holstein bull at the Cali- 


fornia State Fair. John has two 
younger brothers—one in high 
school and the other in the navy. 


The herd bull battery is composed of 
the senior sire Taylaker Ormsby 
Bess Blossom, who is a son of Sir 
Bess Gettie of Taylaker 2nd (V.G.) 
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(G.M.) and their junior sire is Sun- 
slope Imperial Echo, from the Jan- 
darbour herd in Nebraska, who is 
being used as an _  outcross. The 
Wackermans have 20 daughters of 
the first bull that are being bred to 
the junior sire and a few back to 
their own sire. The next herd sire 
is to be another son of Sir Bess 
Gettie of Taylaker 2nd to further 
concentrate his blood. Watch these 
boys in H.I.R. and California show 
and sales rings in the coming years. 
John is Secretary-Treasurer of the 
local Holstein Association. 

John Ceccon, Orland, showed us a 
fine growth, two-year-old bull of 
Carnation bloodlines from the Ras- 


mussen herd. He is being used on 
cows of Irwin, Smith and Kingsley 
breeding. Mr. Ceccon has a splendid 
foundation of 27 cows, a number of 
which any breeder would be proud 
to own. 

Our next stop was at Mr. and Mrs. 
L. E. Dobbins herd. Lairy and 


Lauris, their twin sons, stayed home 
from school to be in on the program 
and show us their senior heifer and 
bull calves, they were fitting for the 
fall 4-H Club fairs. The Dobbins 
are as enthusiastic a family of Hol- 
stein breeders as you'll find any- 
where. Their herd of 17 purebred 
cows are to be mated to Sutten Oaks 
Decker Var, a grandson of Lochin- 
var, who is owned in partnership 
with Mr. Ceccon. 

The Capay herd, owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Chris Rasmussen, Orland, was 
visited by our party, which was 
growing larger at every stop. This 
herd has used Carnation bulls since 
1934. The present sire is Carnation 
King Homestead Walker, who is 
sired by Carnation Butler King and 


out of a daughter of Governor of 
Carnation. The Rasmussens milk 


only 12 cows, but when you have a 
552 lb. fat herd average for the last 
eight years, with a 607.4 high for 
1943, you don’t need to milk many. 
About half the cows are milked 3X 
and the remainder 2X. The most of 
our party had difficulty telling the 
first calf heifers from cows, since 
they were so nearly the same size. 

We next stopped at Mr. Abe Voth 
& Sons, where a new purebred herd 
is being established. They have 
seven registered milk cows and are 
using a bull sired by a son of Clark’s 
King Bessie and out of a Pellissier 
bred dam. Mr. Voth and his son 
are both carpenters and the build- 


ings, pens, etc., reflected their con- 
structing abilities. 

Our next visit was with Roy 
Boone, Vice president of the local 


Holstein Association Boone's herd 
is mostly Smith breeding with 12 
cows averaging from 456 lbs. fat up 
to 623 lbs. fat. These cows are 
large Holsteins, but of strictly dairy 
temperament and with outstanding 
M-ndocino bull who, in turn, is sired 
by King Triune Supreme Ormsby, 
the sire of many outstanding cows

at Mendocino Hospital. The presen; 
herd sire is Circle L. Prince Ormsby 
a bull of outstanding quality and 
type, that is to be shown in Cali- 
fornia show rings this fall. Roy, in 
addition to being one of California’s 
up and coming Holstein breeders, is 
one of the Pacific Coast's outstand- 
ing Duroc-Jersey hog breeders. 

Our party stopped in for a fey 
minutes to say hello to Frank 
Starkey, father of Eugene Starkey, 
one of California’s most outstanding 
Future Farmers, who had bulit UD a 
herd of 30 Holsteins before he ep. 
listed in the U. S. Navy. Eugene wags 
the 1945 California F.F.A.  Pregj- 
dent, an American Farmer, State 
F.F.A. public speaking champion and 
Ist vice president of the National 
Future Farmers of America. 

The M. J. Galarneau herd at Corn- 
ing was our next stop, where we gaw 
another purebred herd being estab- 
lished on 10 registered cows and a 
bull of Smith breeding. 

The last herd we visited on our 
Glenn County tour was at Giles Gil- 
more, Orland. Giles has 10 purebred 
cows, mostly of Smith breeding and 
is using a bull of Carnation blood- 
lines from Rasmussen’s. 


Sacramento Meeting 
Monday evening we attended a 


North Sacramento Holstein Breeders 
Association regular meeting at Or- 
land which had been arranged to ¢o- 
incide with Mr. Hous:holder’s visit. 
This meeting was extremely well at- 
tended and the participation in the 
business being discussed was most 
gratifying to see. Mr. Householder 
spoke on ‘Marketing Milk on a 
Hundred Weight Basis’ and also 
gave his illustrated slide lecture on 
“Holstein Udders of Yesterday and 
Tomorrow,” both of which were well 
received. L. H. MeDaniel, Cali- 
fornia-Nevada & Arizona _ Holstein 
Fieldman, spoke on the ‘Values of 
Herd Classifying.”’ 
Finale at Mendocino 

The concluding visit of our Cali- 
fornia tour came when we visited the 
Mendocino State Hospital herd at 
Talmage. Here, although not notified 
of our intended visit, herdsman 
Henry Fanslow received us in his 
usual cordial manner. Hank has 
been herdsman at Mendocino for 
over twenty years and has the repu- 
tation of being one of the outstand- 
ing breeders in Calfornia. This hos- 
pital is a state institution for the 
feeble-minded and _ therefore with 
«xtra available labor, all the cows 
are on 3X milking. The herd sire 
battery is composed of the senior 
herd sire Mendocino Megaphone who 
is sired by Mendocino Microphone 
and out of Mendocino Merced:s. The 
junior herd sires are Mendocino Star, 
who is by Megaphone and out of 
Mendocino Olga, and Julio, sired by 
Ravenglen Senator Supreme, who is 
udders. The heifers are sired by 4 
jointly owned by E. E. Freeman and 
Kidd Bros. and out of’ a 1072 Ib. fat 
daughter of Freeman's Julia bull.

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The Buths of West Michigan

Some half a century ago young 
John Buth arrived at Hoboken, New 
jersey from his native Holland with 
four silver dollars in his pocket and 
the promise of a job in faraway 
grand Rapids. How this country 
poy from a foreign land, unable to 
speak a word of English, without 
money and without friends or influ- 
ence, worked his way to Grand Rap- 
ids would be a story in itself. Suf- 
fice it to say, he eventually reached 
Grand Rapids, got his job, saved his 
money, married a good wife, raised 
a family, bought his own farm, built 
up a fine Holstein herd, bought a 
second and then a third farm, raised 
more and more Holsteins and todiy 
i¢ known as one of the substantial 
citizens of Western Michigan. 

Four of John’s brothers followed 
him to America and all settled in 
the vicinity of Grand Rapids where 
all eventually became successful and 
prosperous farmers, all five joining 
the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America during the period from 


1909 to 1920. Peter Buth, after 
making a success as a farmer and 
Holstein breeder, gave up farming 


and moved into Grand Rapids where 
he is equally successful in the busi- 
ness world. Dan is a_ prosperous 
farmer although not as active in the 
purebred Holstein business as his 
brothers. Martin is the best known 
of the five to the Holstein fraternity. 
Dick, the youngest brother, has be- 
come one of the leading ice cream 
manufacturers in Grand Rapids but 
more recetly has been laying the 
foundation for a high class Holstein 
herd. 
Creston Farms 

The Buths are good traveling 
companions and good people. to visit 
as I discovered at the time of the 
Stewart Dispersal, when I thumbed 
a ride with them in Martin’s big 
Buick from Newton, Iowa, where we 
were all visiting the Maytag herd, 
to Maynard for the sale and then 
back to Grand Rapids to spend an

all too short day visitig a number 
of the Buth establishments. The 
trip with Martin, John and Dick 
Buth, and their young neighbor, 
Jack Scripsma, was an experience 
long to be remembered—a fitting 
prelude to my short visit in the var- 
ious Buth homes. My first call was 
at Creston Farms, home of the Mar- 
tin Buths. Creston is a_ beautiful 
farm layout of some 340 fertile 
acres, with the attractive and com- 
fortable old farm home on the tree 
shaded crest of a hill overlooking 
the handsome well equipped cattle 
barns and the lush rolling fields be- 
yond. Son, Martin Junior has a new 
bungalow nearby, the second son, 
Peter, is a practicing veterinarian in 
a neighboring village and the young- 
esé son, John, is at home following 
a hitch in the Merchant Marine. 
Daughter Anne, with her husband, 
Fran, and their husky and active 
young son, also make their home at 
Creston for the time being. 

Creston is the same farm where 
Martin Buth got his first job when 
he came to the U. S. as a young man. 
As a $30 a month farm hand, he 
saved his pennies and as soon as he 
was able purchased a ten-acre plot 
not far from the present farm, which 
he still owns and proudly poinis 
out as his first real estate venture. 
Eventually he was able to buy the 
main farm, and to start a small herd 
of Holsteins but it was not until 
1920 that he was far enough along 
as a breeder to become a member of 
the National Association. Eight 
years later he was well enough 
known among the breeders of the 
‘tate and nation to be elected a Na- 
tional Director, serving on the Board 
until 1946, the longest period uf 
service of any Director in the history 
of our Association. 

Starting in 1938, Martin Buth has 
had th® Creston herd classified seven 


times by four different inspecters. 
N> less than 142 head, ineluding 


some repeats, were classified during 
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these years of which 20 were Excel- 
lent, 48 Very Good, 54 Good Plus 
and 20 Good, with none either Fair 
or Poor. This would make a total 
seore for the 142 head of 84.5. At 
the time of the last classification in 
mid-April of 1946, the herd consist- 
eG of 5 Excellent, 24 Very Good, 14 
Good Plus and 1 Good for an aver- 
age of 86.2 on 44 head, possibly a 
“World’s Record’’ for a herd of this 
size. 

Eleven years ago, when Martin 
Buth completed his first year of 
Herd Test, his average was but a 
modest 329.3 lbs fat, with an aver- 
age test of only 3.2%. Through the 
years the production of the herd has 
been built up to a high of 509.7 lbs 
fat on strictly 2x for 24 head and 
with average tests of 3.5 or 3.6% 
every year for the past four years. 
For eight years now the herd aver- 
age has been above the 400-lb mark 
and the grand average for the 11 
years has been built up to 424.6 fat 
from 12,470 lbs milk, with over 
3.4% test, all on 2X except the 
last two years when a few head have 
been run on 3X. 

With this information as a back- 
ground, I started my first inspection 
of Creston Farms with a visit to the 
two herd sire paddocks. Montvic 
Rag Apple Chief, the senior sire, 
has recently been designated Gold 
Medal under the new rules and has 
also been classified Very Good. In 
this connection, I might say that I 
have seen, all told, perhaps a dozen 
or fifteen Holstein sires that have 
been classified Excellent and I be- 
lieve that if all of them could be 
brought into a ring together, in the 
prime of life, and Chief with them, 
Chief would place somewhere about 
the middle, perhaps even in the up- 
per half of the class. He is so much 
better than any picture you have 
ever seen of him that it isn’t even 
close. A little later that morning I 
was to see some twenty of his daugh- 
ters in pasture together, every one 
with an udder like those pictures 
the Buths have been showing you in

We were very happy this past 
statement of new policy from these leading artists in 
livestock photography and compliment them upon it. 
The subject is not a new one in these columns, as the 
World has been battling for the past 25 years and more 
for unretouched pictures of livestock. This firm policy 
so completely accepted by Holstein breeders, is founded 
on the rock of honest pictorial presentation. Without 
it, there could be no All-American awards, as judgment 
there has to be based upon what the animals actually 
look like, rather than what the owner would like them to 
be. The recent presentation in the Guernsey Breeder’s 
Journal of their National Dairy Show champions through 
the years furnished a striking illustration of this point. 

We have never been too critical of the professional 
livestock photographers for retouching pictures in the 
breeds that permitted it, as long as their breeders de- 
manded it. The results, under the hands of these ex- 
perts, were undeniably beautiful. Some, perhaps, felt 
that they were at a disadvantage in showing unretouched 
pictures of their animals in competition with the ‘“‘dolled 
up” presentations of their competitors. 

The Guernseys made a half-hearted, but unsuccessful 
attempt to end that practice; Jerseys, Ayrshires and 
Swiss accepted it as legitimate, in the interests of Art, 
no doubt. Even such immortals in those breeds as Jane 
of Vernon and Shuttlewick Levity seem not to have been 
entirely immune from a slight ‘gilding of the lily”’ to 
achieve the illusion of still nearer perfection of form. 

The pay-off came this year in one of the Swiss sales 
when announcement of the dispersal of one of their 
herds. carried a statement from the photographer that 
he found the animals so good that retouching of the 
pictures was not necessary! It proved to be one of 
their best sales.

We congratulate Strohmeyer & Carpenter on a de- 
cision that took some courage, but which we know, from 
our own breed experience, to be wise.

AJCC to Columbus 


The American Jersey Cattle Club membership is now 
voting upon a recommendation of the Board of Direc. 
tors that the offices of the Club be moved by Sept. 1, 
1946 to Columbus, Ohio. Two years ago it was decided 
to locate the Club offices in Columbus as a _ postwar 
project as soon as a new Office building could be con- 
structed. A building lot was purchased from the pro- 
ceeds of a donation sale Known as the Sale Stars. 

In the meantime the prospect of moving the offices 
from New York evidently complicated the problem of 
securing and holding sufficient office help in New York 
City and during this two year period the office force in 
New York has decreased from over 100 to 68. With 
the normal increase in business the work of the office 
at the time of their June meeting was reported to be 
four months behind and getting further behind each 
month. This represented some 15,000 applications. 

The plans submitted to the membership for vote 
call for moving into rented office quarters in Columbus 
by Sept. 1, and it is planned to use two residential 
properties on the purchased site for housing of key en- 
ployees who will move to Columbus from New York.

unirrigated land, is taken into ac- 
count, it is a wonder to me that the 
landscape can so soon get green and 


Stay that way. We should have a 
total of from 16 to 18 inches. Com- 
pare that with central New York’s 


40 inches and the greater amount of 
sunshine and heat here and the east- 
erner gets some idea of what is ex- 
pected of the irrigator. 

Use then is made of the natural 
moisture by sowing, in December, a 
considerable acreage of barley, oats 
and more or less vetch. This is very 
small as yet but it will jump when 
it gets good and wet and will be har- 
vested for hay in June. This land 
will then go into corn which will ma- 
ture in October. It will be irrigated. 
The unirrigated area, I mentioned, 
is also used for the production of 
grain hay from November to June. 

Alfalfa is seeded in early winter 
so as to enjoy moisture and the cool- 
er time, After plowing, all irrigated 
land is levelled with a sort of grader 
in preparation for the crop. In 
preparation for alfalfa the vast level 
expanse is laid out in what are called 
“checks’’; a low ridge, two furrows 
thrown together, smoothed over so as 
to be easily driven over, separate the 
checks. Each of these checks then 
can be flooded whenever necessary. 
The alfalfa stands are good for only 


2 to 3 years; but they yield 7 cut- 
tings a year. 
The pasture is a source of great 


surprise to me. They are green now 
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but very dry, they will improve great- 
ly before drying up for the summer. 
Eiven in the dry state these grasses 
and clover apparently are very nu- 
tritious. They appear to be much 
better than the ranges I have seen. 
On the ranges | cannot see what the 
cattle find to eat and grow on, but 
they do. The pastures I am referring 
to consist of Bur clover, foxtail and 
¢ Ifilaria, Bur clover, on my own 
diy lot, grew about a foot high and 
very dense, and when mature was 
full of seed in pods like Black Medic. 

Alfilaria is entirely new to me, its 
proper name is Erodium cicutarium, 
it is so called, I am told, because ii 
is always the first natural growth 
to come in on eroded surfaces. I 
find plenty on my own vacant lot. 
li looks to me as if it were a relative 
of wild geranium, it has a small 
mauve flower. It grows with varying 
habits adapting itself to its env¥iron- 
ment. On very dry sandy locations 
ii is diminutive but let it reach a 
little moisture it develops amazingly

“Alfilaria or ‘filaree’ is good pas- 
turage at all stages of its growth, 
even when mature and dried up. Will 
grow in practically any soil except 
swamps and excessive alkali. Nutri- 
tive qualities compare favorable with 


alfalfa. Will endure both drought 
end frost.’ 

Pellissiers have about 2200 acres 
of this pasture, Some of it is very 
steep and the hills have the con- 
formation of the drumlins south of 
Syracuse, only much bigger. Con-

California have to be so all fired 
big?

From what has been said about all 
this green alfalfa, alfalfa hay, grail 
lay with vetch in it, and this ‘filaree’ 
pasture (it should have been called 
‘filerup’) perhaps the reader sees how 
this high production, on large num- 
bers of cows, is maintained. Like 
me, the reader may wonder what sort 
of a grain ration is fed with all this 
high protein roughage. Some dairy- 
men have the reputation of feeding 
heavily of a high protein grain mix 
ture too. Thus they extract all the 
milk and most of the flesh and fat 
from their never ending supply of 
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sts fresh cows. I have seen some awfully 
thin cows around some places. Frank 
Pellissier tells me that they feed 1 
ib. to 3 and a half pounds of milk of 
, ration consisting of rolled barley, 
ground corn and cotton seed meal 
ond bran in such proportions as to 
make about a 15 per cent mixture. 
Then there are 6 immense silos, The 
corn, planted in sune on irrigated 
jand, is harvested in October and 
9900 tons of it go into these silos, 
500 tons of oats and vetch also goes 
into the silos. None of the green 
alfalfa is used for ensilage. Besides 
the 7 cuttings, which are fed green, 
this bunch of cows is fed 1500 tons 
of alfalfa hay all of which is pur- 
chased, and, I am told, the average 
price of this hay is $29.00 per ton.

First in interest was Dunloggin 
Mistress Queen, then just fresh with 
a bull calf by Twenty Grand.

FARM POPULATION ESTIMATES 


During 1945, the farm population 
of the United States showed a net 
increase for the first year since 1932, 
according to estimates of the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics. The 
number of people living on farms 
was estimated as 25,990,000 in Jan- 
uary 1946, which was 800,000 more 
than at the beginning of 1945. Over 
half of the net increase in the farm 
population was due to men return- 
ing to farms from the armed forces. 
they exceeded by 452,000 the num- 
ber of men who left the farm popu- 
lation during the year to enter the 
armed forces. The remaining it- 
crease of 348,000 was due to the 
customary excess of births over 
deaths in the farm population. Mi 
gration of the civilian population 
away from farms was just equal to 
the migration to farms in 1945. The 
present estimate is nearly 6,000,000 
less than shown in the last census, 
taken in 1935.

PRODUCTION IN WISCONSIN 

Dairy production history is being 
made in Columbia County, Wiscon- 
sin,, by a herd of 2-year-old heifers 
at the W. W. Evans Bo-Cann farms, 
where 175 purebreds are yielding a 
daily average of 6,500 Ibs. of milk. 

The Bo-Cann herd, under the 
management of Harold Miller, a re- 
turned veteran, includes about 100 
heifers, all of whom were brought to 
the Evans farm when they were from 
four to six months old.

Sire of the herd is Pabst Burke 
Creator, who holds the second high- 
est record of any bull sold out of the 
famous Pabst herd. He was sired 
by Gold Medal sire, Admiral Burke 
Lad.

Her sire is Carnation Ormsby Perfection 671573, and her 
dam is Carnation Heilo Bessie Walker 1909678, an 849-pound and 23,375-pound daughter of Carnation Governor Imperial 698462, 
from Carnation Bracelet Bessie Walker 1379039, who made 1079 pounds of fat from 3¢,740 pounds of milk, a daughter of Carnation 
Matador M: isterpiece 517822, from Heilo Bracelet Ormsby Matador 898695, who made 810 pounds of fat from 23,539 pounds of milk. 
The next dam is Hazelweod Heilo Ormsby Mercedes 538447, the dam of Matador Segis Ormsby and a 974-pound and 26,768- 
pound daughter of Hazelwood Bracelet Mercedes 357867, with 993 pounds of fat from 30,411 pounds of milk. 

There are seven other cows reported in this issue with rec rds from 800 to 989 pounds of fat. 

Ivy Bower Marigold 1747163, with the completion of her 2X Ten-Months’ record of 14,396 pounds of milk, 3.6 per cent, and 
517.6 pounds of fat at 11 years, 4 months, carrying calf 192 days of her record, gives her seven Advanced Registry lactation records 
totalling 110,362 pounds of milk and 3904.

This report contains the record which made Ionia Ormsby Queen 1467685 (V.G.) the world’s official record long-time milk 
producer with 252,568 pounds of milk and §071.1 pounds of fat in 12 lactations of 1 days. She was bred and is owned by Ionia 
State Hospital, Ionia, Michigan. Her most recent record of 22,526 pounds of milk, 3.2 per cent, and 714.8 pounds of fat in 365 days 
holds second place in classification 3X for cows 15 years old. 

Jean Ormsby Piebe Carnation 2d 2366979, is a new National Leader for milk production in the Junior Two-Year-Old Class, 
Classification 2X of the Yearly Division, with her record of 21,102 lbs. of milk, 3.0%, and 623.4 lbs. of fat. She carried calf 237 
days of her record. She was bred and is owned by Beckman Brothers, Prairie View, Illinois. As class leader she displaces Win- 
terthur King Boast Ormsby Pij 1757804, who made a 2X record of 18876 lbs. of milk, 3. 6%, and 672.4 lbs. of fat at 2 years, 5 months, 
in 365 days, carrying calf 69 days of her record. She was bred and owned by H. F. duPont, Winterthur, Delaware, and made her 
record in 1938. Jean Ormsby Piebe Carnation 2d is also a new State Leader for Illinois, both for milk and fat. 

New state records are reported in seven different states, Illinois, Michigan, New Hampshire, Oklahoma, Colorado, Idaho, and 
Rhode Island. Illinois and New Hampshire each have two of the new state records. The other states mentioned have one each.

Hohenstein and this twin sister De- 
lilah, Vernon Center, Minn. in their 
beautifully landscaped farm home 
garden.

On their work in this con- 
nection they have been awarded na- 
tional championships in the 4-H out- 
door improvement contest. Lyle, 
who is now best known as a Holstein 
breeder in partnership with his 
father, was national champion 4-H 
Holstein calf club boy only a few 
years ago and was likewise 4-H 
corn champion for Minnesota. He 
now has a herd of 31 registered Hol- 
steins developed largely from his 
two original calf club heifers and 
this past year they averaged 12,250 
Ibs milk, 454.7 lbs fat with the top 
record being 909.5 lbs. He is also 
president of one of the most active 
Holstein County Clubs in his state. 
We are pleased to see their work so 
beautifully recognized by a farm 
magazine of nation circulation. 





SAVE COLOSTRUM 


Millions of pounds of valuable 
milk are being wasted on farms each 
year because not all of the colostrum 
milk which cows produce immedi- 
ately after freshening is saved. 

This was the story which Harold 
E. Kaeser of Ohio State University 
told dairy scientists who gathered 
at Iowa State College in June for 
their annual meeting of the Ameri- 
ean Dairy Science Association. 

Because experiments carried on 
at Ohio State University have shown 
great value for colostrum, all that 
is being produced by that dairy herd 
is now being used. If cows freshen 
too rapidly to use the milk as it is 
produced, then it is frozen up, or 
processed. 

In the tests with colostrum in 
Ohio, calves have been diveded by 
sex and breed to enable making ac- 
curate comparisons of those on colos- 
trum with those not fed colostrum. 
The calves on colostrum receive a 
part or all of their nutrition from 
colosrtum. All of the calves have 
been fed grain and hay free-choice. 


The calves’ receiving colostrum 
milk in the Ohio tests have out- 
gained the check calves. And the 


check calves were getting whole milk 
in addition to hay and grain. 

The Ohio men have found that if 
you feed 1 pound of colostrum for 
each 10 to 12 pounds weight of the 
ealf, you will have no trouble with 


digestive problems. Calves receiv- 
ing the colostrum milk have had 
better physical appearance in the 


Ohio tests. The calves on colostrum 
have been more alert and active and 
have had less trouble with scours. 
The average cow in the Ohio State 
herd produces 75 pounds of milk— 
colostrum milk—in the first 3 days. 
A calf will use only about a third of 
this. If the rest of the milk were 
thrown away, it would mean a loss of 
50 pounds per cow. For all cows 





in the United States, probably 549 
million pounds of valuable feeg are 
wasted each year. 

Because of the high value found 
for calves in the colostrum milk 
there seems a possibility that it may 
be found of great value for human 
consumption. 








THE NEW BANG’S PROGRAM 


IN N. J. 
The inauguration in New Jersey of 
free vaccination service against 


Bang’s disease for all dairy calves 
between the ages of four to eight 
months has been announced by the 
State Department of Agriculture. 
The new program is designed to 
meet more fully the needs of the 
average dairy farmer. 

Planned as another 
the elimination of Bang’s disease 
(brucellosis) in cattle, one of the 
most difficult problems facing dairy- 
men, the measure provides both yae- 
cine and vaccination upon the own- 
er’s request and at no cost to him. 
A herd owner chooses his veterinari- 
an to be authorized to administer 
the vaccination. Blood testing js 
not required for herds enrolled ip 
the new plan. The new program pro- 
vides for a maximum of four veterin- 
ary visits to a farm during the year 
in order to vaccinate four-to-eight 
months old stock. 

Under the new law for Bang’s dis- 
ease control, suspicious or reacting 
animals will not be quarantined. 
The reactor or suspect may be sold 
to another farmer provided a state- 
ment of her health status is delivered 
to the purchaser. 

Calves receiving vaccination will 
be identified by a tattoo on the left 
ear indicating the month and year of 
the treatment, and owners will re- 
ceive a copy of the report of vaccina- 
tion identifying the calf by ear tag, 
registration or tattoo number. 

In order to enroll in the plan, a 
farmer may request his local veteri- 
narian to perform the service at state 
expense. Farmers may secure al 
application blank from their county 
agricultural agent or veterinarian. 
Other plans already in existence for 
dairymen and breeders who wish to 
maintain herds free from _ Bang’s 
disease are being continued. 

The program which has been de- 
veloped by a committee of breeders 
and dairymen under the leadership 
of the State Board of Agriculture has 
been set up to encourage farmers 
to grow their own replacements it- 
stead of depending on the purchase 
of fresh cows from other states. 

The expenditure of New Jersey 
farmers for the purchase of im- 
ported cows averages about $12,000, 
000 annually and all must be blood 
tested before entering the State. 
Few farmers, raising their own re 
placements, have cared to risk the 
financial loss involved in any of the 
previous Bang’s program plans. The 
new law makes unnecessary the 
establishment of quarantines and the 
owner of a reacting animal may dis 
pose of it for other than slaughter 
purposes. Every herd owner in the 
State should welcome this new and 
practical disease control progral 
and feel it worthwhile to participate.
